Malich 
said he Ie an Austrian, 
"Did you know a man named Harry 
Orchard, alias Thomas Hogan?" asked 
Attorney Richardson, who conducted 
the examination. 
“I was Introduced to him as Tom 
Hogan by a Pinkerton detective named 
A. W. G ratias." 
Malich said he did not know O rattas 
as a detective at this time, for he 
was working secretly and acting as 
president of the local sm elter union. 
W itness said that in February, 1905. 
he met Orchard, who was then living 
with Steve Adams and wife. 
Malich 
became proprietor of a small hotel 
and bar at this time. 
Orchard testi­ 
fied, it will be remembered, that Ma­ 
lich suggested to him the blowing up 
of a hotel where 150 non union miners 
were living, and helped him steal IOO 
pounds of dynamite from the Union 
Pacific powder house. 
Malich declar­ 
ed that this testim ony was all false. 
He said Orchard or Hogan came to 
him one day and said: 
"W hat's the 
m atter with you folks out here? 
The
